liticle more or leſle. T ha: day we tackt'to and 
againe, yarll wee had recoucred the point Eaſt 


of the Il of Wight: And; on the Thurſday, wee 


ſtood on our way cowards. the, Weſt, vatill wee 
were.come almolt to. the, height of Plimouth , 
andchen abour $. of the clo:keart nightwe. ſtood 
off to the Sea Eaſt and by. South, and vpori the Fry- 
day wee did ſee a point ol Land on our Larboard 
bowein our iudgements 1 2, leagues off, called 
the Y/hmg, in 4.7. degrees; arthereabout (a .parcof 
France.) 4 hen we ſtood offito the Sea that day; and 
Saturday, and Sunday, and Monday :. on Monday 
towards night we did ſee 1 4:ſayle of Ships a. head 
of ys, which ſtood in toward vs about one houre, 
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Gncnoge, the Dole 3 inperſon with the foremoſt, 


ngto  ſpeake with vs, 


rid Weſt before a winde; : * The Lord Admirall 


with 60 ſayle of ſhips ſtool ifterthem, ſome 24. 


houres, but could not;come-yp to them, but did 
perceiue them to bee ,Dunkerks; and TY againe 
ſtood on his wayfor his intended Port. 

Haging loſtthe Lord Faruey inthe Repalſe,with 
ſome 40! Saile of ſhips with him, which did not 
follow the Admiral at the firſt purſvit of Dunkerks, 
butſtoodftill tothe Eaſt, and there they plyed to 
and againe for 8. dayes , So that the Admirall was 
come to Anchor necre the Eaft end of thelle of Ree 
onthe Monday: and the Lord Haraey carne thither 
on the Wedneſday, being the 1 o. of July : but both 
had one part of one ſtorme. 

'For the N Nonſach of the Kings had ſpent her 
Fore. maſt, and "ag of the ſhips that were with 
the Repulſe loſt their long Boates( being rowed at 
ahcirſterne) but our happy meeting apaine made. 
our loſſero ſeeme the Ws .'So we ſpent rwo nights 
and one day in Counſell, and. determining what 
was to be done to our beſt aduantage . and fo at 
hft ir was determined that the Souldiers ſhould be 
handed on thurſday atthe Eaftend of the Ile of Ree, 


which was doneabour 3. of the clocke in the af- 


and. 
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and caufing them to recouer as much ground-as 


they could on the. fide: of the hill : -Did rake his 
Barge againe, accompanied with maſter Grimes 
- Gentleman ofthe Horle, and goes from one Shipp 
to another, to pray them to makeall the haſt they 
could poſsible : butreturning to the Land againe, 
he found them in ſuch a deſperate manner rumning 
into the Sea, to catch hold of any Boat to be gone, 
that they drowned themſclues and others : but 
the Duke to appeaſe theſe Reuolters, ſands inthe 
head of the Barge, with his Sword drawne in his 
hand, praying ome, and taxing otherſome with 
\ feare and cowardiſe, to returne to their Comman- 
ders on the ſhore, which were in great danger : for- 
had not Coronell Borowes and Coronell Brett be- 
ſlird themſelues like valient men, and keepingtheir 
Regiments from Routing, the Enemy had had the ' 
honour of the day to all likelyhood,(forneuer was 
ſcene ſo braue a Charge as this. 

They did ſuffer vs to land ſome 2 000. men,and 
then did the French Horſein 3. troopes, ſome 200 
or more, and ſome 12 00 foot ſo yalicatly charge 
into the middeſt of our Army vp to the ſaddle into 
the Sca, and ſo valiently behaued themlelues, that 
very few of the Horſe that came one did euer get 
of. If their Foothad bin as deſperate as their Horle, 
without queſtion we had loſt the honour of the 
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firſtencounter: but God the diſpoſer of all things, 
ftrookethe Enemy with ſuch feare, that they made 
as much haſt as they could co be gone, and left vs 
to land all our men,and order them in batcell array: 
the which was done that day, and the next all our | 
Forces both men and horſe were landed, and ma- 
king good that Forr, we did nor ſtirre from rhence 
before Saturday night, and then aduancing for- . 
ward not more then halfe a mile, wee reſted that. 

night. wy” 
On the Sunday Morning we marched vp into 
the Iland atleaſt 3. miles to a towne called 4Ulaflrte 
where the Miniſter and ſome of the chiefe Pro- 
teſtants of the towne came to cur generall (the | 
Duke) and did deliuer themſelues and Towne 
Into his hands: praying him thathe would bee fa- 
uorable vnto the Papiſts, and not' put them to. rhe 
mercy of the Souldiers, for feare leaſt heareaf-er the 
day that was loſt might be recouered and [> the 
Proteſtants ſhould be pur all to the ſword, the 
which the Dake taking into conſideration did 
charge all the Soulders vpon paine of death, nor: ro 
flirre from theire collors, ſo they reſted all that | 
night in the field, and the Dake did take part 
with them, lyiog in the head of Coronell Borowes 
Regiment on a canuas Horſe couered with two I 
cloakes

cloakes, his followers lying onthe ground about 
him: LE | 

The next day a,councell was called, and it was 

agreed on, that we ſhould martch towards St. 
Martins on the T uſeday morning,which was done, 
the Dake and Mounſier Seburſa, accompanied with 
ſome Lords and Knights did accompany the corps 
of Sir William Hayden to the Earth with rouch 
picte,tor the vnfortunat death of ſo worthy a man, 
ce was buried at Allaflota, the Duke returnes to 
lodge in the field, but that night it did ſo Lighten, 
Thuuder, and Raigne, that I haue ſeldome ſcene 
thelike. 

On the Tewiday morning we marched on our 
apoyinted way although the morning was bur 
lictle fairer then the night, but ic pleaſed God thar. . 
before twelue of the clock the ſunne did ſhew it 
ſelfe fauourable in drying our wee cloathing, the 
enemy did fend out many ſcouts to looke vpon vs, 
bucI thinke the longer they lookton vs, the worſe 
they liked vs, for I thinke our Armie from Front to 
Reare did take vp atleaſt one Mile and halfe: 'Yet 
then did march out of their fort ſcme troopes of 
Horſe, and ſome companies of foote and did make 
aſhew as ifthey would give vs a battaile, bur bee- 
ter aduiſing with themſclues they ſuffered vs to 
Martch vntill we had gained both Sun and _— | 
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The Duke did atthat inttant time fo courapiouſe = 


ly martch in the formoſt companies, thatir did fe 
animate the Souldiers;thatI hauehard many of the 
Souldiers wiſh that the French would ſtand one 


Encounter, that they might ſhevv theire loue vyneo 


 theire Generall (bur that would nor bear this pre- 
ſenr,) after we had martched vp to the Eaſt (ide of 


the rowne ſo farre as the Sea would giue vs kaue: 


we began to come nearer to the towne, one Drakes 
performing their parts on the Horſemen that came 
toorth to ſee vs, and killed one gentleman and two 
Horſes. 24 

About fue of the clocke at night, ſome of the 
chiefe men of the Towne came foorth with a 
flagge of truce, and did offer to deliver themlelues 
. . and rowneinto the hands of our Generall : they 
being Proteftans that were left, the Duke'accepted 


of their offer,, and ſo marching into'the Towne, 
and quartring his Soldiers in pr 0 of it, did 


ridevpto the Priſon houſe, ro fee if any: Englifh 
vwerethere, but finding none he returned to' the 
water ſide, where Collonell Borowes quarter was, 
therdidhe (cerhe malice of theenemic in burning 


of three good ſhips in the Harbour thac had bin 


taken fron: the Engliſh : and rhen\caking.his 
barge, he went aboard the ſhips,commanding all 
them toſend victuals aſhore forhis Sogkdicas,. 
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chat there Was no want of any thing, although 
the Enemie had taken all their owne proutfion, 
and the Proteſtants away with them into theFort: 
and now doe they begin to batter night and day 
| ypon the Towne with their Ordnance, bur al. 
though they had battered from Tueſday vnrill Fri- 
day night, [could not heare of more then one man 
that was killed : alchough the Fort be within MuC- 
ker ſhot ofthe Towne, and the ſhotflying into all 
parts of the Towne, as on Thurlday as the Duke 
and Sabue/a were talking, there came two ſhort ſo 
neerethem, tha: they were faine to goe ro end their 
diſcourſein {me other place”: Ir was appointed 
that on . he Saturday twenty field-Peeces at leaſt & 
| nineDrzkes ſh« uld be mounted againſt the Fort, 
with our Pyoners and our Souldiers to make ſome. 
Trenching woarke: bit that I cannotſpeake of, but 
will pray for a good ſucceſle totheir intent and pur- 
pole: and (o for England with the good Shippe of 
the Kings called che Charles, whom God prelerue.

There was ſlaine of the French that day x25- Horſemen, 
of them was 2 3. Marqueſſes,and Barons, and Knights, and 
the reſt all Gentlemen of note in Fraxce : and of the foote 
Companies ſome Commanders ſlaine of note , and com- 
mon Souldiers the number vacertaine - this Battell did not 
laſt much more then halfe an houre. 

There is inthis thing to be noted the Dukes Nobleneſle, 
inthat hee gaue them leaue to take away the fſlaine Badies 
of theſe Noble men, without paying one penny for them, 


although they did offer largely as 1000. pound forone bo- 


dy, and in giuing them leauero carrie their wounded bo- 
dies ouer to the maineland to looke for cure, and himfelfe 


did imploy his owne Chirurgions to drefle ſome of them 


abordthe Tryumph, 
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af le Edneſday the 26, of Tune we ſet ſaile, bur

From that day we beate vp and downe the Sea vntill 
the eighr of Iuly,when the winde came good, 

On wedn«d{day the tenth, we had a great tempeſt 
and veric thicke weather,and ſo obſcure, as being driuen 
by the winde neere the eoaſt, and in the morning (not 
being ablero make land) we ran a great hazard: But 
God be thanked, about noone the weather growing 
morecleere, we diſcouecredthe Ile of Rer7, and theſame 


day weentredinto the Pertuy Breton, 
The chaſe of the Dunks kers did ſeperate the Squadron 


| of the Reare Admirall trom vs (together) with ſome 


other Shippes, ſoas my Lord Duke ſtaying for the arri. 
v2ll ef che reſt of the Fleete, did nothing 'on teweſday at 
pight, & on wednc{day morning but compaſſe the Tland 
with his Veſſels, and ftop all the entrances into the Iland, 

On wedneſday at night atriued my Lord Herzey very 
happily with the Reareward, and ncxt day ar noone. we 
landed. 

After we had put on ſhore vpwards of one thouſand 
Foote, the Enemie (who had laine _ hollow 
vroundes) began to appeare, with aboute 300, Or 407. 
| B 3 Horſe 
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Horſe, the gr-ateſt part Gentlemen well quallified, and 
neere one thouſand Foote of the Regimen, of Cham. 
pagne, The Horfle were deuided into five ſquadrons, 
whereof three gaue on very furiouſly, and made three 
Ralimars and charges apgaine ; and by the report of all 
that ſaw them, neuer Caualiere did better; So as they 
draue ſome of our new Men, who were the laſt landed, & 
the leaſt in order, into the Sea, where ſome of them were 
drowned; and they ouerthrew ſome Boates, anddrowned 
ſome Gentlemen of quallicie of our ſide who were preſ- 
ſing on to get on Land, and came within Piſtoll ſhot of 
my Lord Generall, who was all the while cloſe by the 
Shore in his Barge, calling foorth and diſpoſing of the 
Boates as they went on land, for the ſecond diſcharge of 
the Boates after he had beenon land with the firſt, and 
cauſed them to be drawne into a fitte place: But of thoſe 
who gane on, there wereabonrt 120. (laine, of the princi- 
pall Gentry, and the moſt forward, with Pikes, Swords, 
andthe but <nd of the Soldiers Muskets the reſt got off, 
moſt of them or their Horſes wounded and viterly rou- 
ted: And the two other Companies comming togiue on, 
inſt as they were routed, were (o aſtoniſhed, as they 
wheeled aboute,and nener gaue ſtroake, The Infanterie 
came on in an other part, and gaue their firſt Fires as 
necre and with as much reſolution. as was poſſible z Bur 
after they had taſtedof our Pikes,they gane quickly ouer, 
and ran away in the fouleſt diſorder that could be, and 
didnot that day anſwere the opinion that all Fraxce hath 
of the Regiment of Champagne, 

My Lord Generall had ordered certaine Shippes. to 
ſcoure the landing place with their Ordinance, bur the 
8flault was ſoſodaine as they did little hurt tothe Enewy; 
and in the very heate of the Combare, it fell out that one 
of our owne Shippes had engrangled himſclfe betweene 
cur. battering Shippes and the "Land, by which meancs 
they were hindred in-performing ot their charge. 

The Enemic loſt ſo manic Noblemen and Gentlemen of 
oth Rs 
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eWHargze, as the Horfle hauec bardly ener fince ſhewed 
thcn.ſclues, nor never attempted any thiyg withefke& 2 
And the Fcote have kept them(ſclues wholy retired in 
their Cittadell.. | 

That night and the next day was ſpent onour fide in 
retrenching & in putti! g necc fiaries for our Scldiers on 
Land,andin lzyding of our Horſle, 

The Enemie {cnt a Trumpet with the Barron of ems 
blenille,to demande the Dead,w ho was re ceaued withſuch 
curteſie, and the Dead rendred with ſuch Militarie ho- 
nors, as they confeſſe themſelues no lefle vanquiſhed by 
my Lord Generalls Fauours, then by his Armes., 

The 14- day a Counccll was kept, and the reſt of the 
day was ſpent in vyſhipping of the Ordinance & Mun1- 
tion, and preparing of ezght Drakes to be drawne along 
with our Forces by Men for want of carriage: Andat 
night the Armie was drawne into Battaile, and ſeuen 
Companies, with Colonel! Barrs were leit in the re- 
trenchment. I 

On the 15. day, our Artmie marched by five in the 
worvirg, and tooke in Saint Aſarie and /a Flote, where 
they locged that night : In which places ty Lord Gene- 
rall left the Inhabitants inas great ſucerty and more liber-. 
tic then they were before ; the Soldiers taking nothing 
but what they paide for. 

At onr. ſieve de T ojras had ſent a brauing complement 
that he v ould viſit him that day; for which,my Lord Ge- 
nerall gaue the Bearer a good reward, but it prooued Ent 
a Complement, | 

The 16. his Grace repoſed the Armie, 2ndburied the 


 Bodie of Sir Wifiam Hejdor, with all Militaric honour; . 


himſclfe and e. de Seabrſe accompanirgthe Corpes, 
 Onthe 17. the Armie marched to Saint 'e Martines, 
the principall Towne of the 1land, as great as Plimontb, 
where the Enemies Cauelerie did appeare againe,whome 
our Infanterie had ſo great a minde to be dealing with, as 


hardly the Officers could keepe them from ſetting on, 


them,

them in diſorder : But 2s rhey aduanced, they were rata. 
ted with one of our Drakes, which killed two or three 
Hor(.s,and hurt fomc Men. 

Here one of our Cau.lerie aduanced himſelfe and 
fered a livgle Combaribut no Min anſwered him. = 

This eu-cning our Armie lodg-d as peaceably in Saint 
Martines as if we hai been in Vo) age a1.d notin Warre ; 
the Inhabitants reccauing vs with great chcerefulnfle, 
embraſing 27. de Subiſes fecte, an. calling him cher 


-g9od Prince. 


:Fhcrg were taken ſome hurt Men and ſore Priſoners 
inthe Towne and tlic Enem1- quirt:ng their Baricadoes, 
wholy retired themſclues inco the Cirtadell. ' And our 
Armic isnuw wholy empioyed in landing of our Canon, 
dresfing our Battcries,and preparing our J«.nches,
